In what Is being considered a victory for Dldsbury, the 
Alberta Premier has committed to a community bonds 
pilot project. 

The community bonds projects, which allows resi¬ 
dents to invest in their own communities with a provin¬ 
cial guarantee, has been top on the lobby list for Dids- 
buiy over the past few years. 

Although no details have been released, the Premier 
did promise the start up of 3 or 4 pilot projects for 
community bonds. Olds/Dtdsbury MLA Roy Brassard 
has set up a meeting with Ernie Isley, Minister Respon¬ 
sible for Local Development, with Dldsbuiy officials to 
discuss the start up of the project. It is expected Dids- 
bury will become one of the pilot locations.

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Town Council notes

Restoration of the Westerdale 
Building will cost DkisburyTown 
Council more than anticipated 
after const ruction crews discov¬ 
ered severe water damage to the 
building's floors. 

Ron Edgecomb. owner of 
Edgebullt Conslructlon con¬ 
tracted to complete the restora¬ 
tion. told council his crews found 
2 feet deep pools of water under 
the floor once renovation work 
began. 

'There was no way to detect 
this until the floor had been 
ripped up."Edgecombsald. “The 
water had been up to Just a few 
feet below the sub-floor.” 

Edgecomb blamed the flood¬ 
ing problem on street raising. 
He said the water seal of the 
building had not been changed 


when the streets were paved. 

As a result of the damage, 
town council agreed to pay $653 
extra dollars to exchange the 
proposed wood fl<x)r for a con¬ 
crete one. 

Edgecomb had said he would 
not complete the work unless 
this change was made.

Town council has agreed to 
bring a resolution to the next 
Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association meeting asking the 
government to allow FCSS 
funded agencies to use service 
fees to raise their portion of op¬ 
erating funds. 

Council made the decision 
on a recommendation by the 
town FCSS Board. 

Under the resolution, the Al¬ 
berta government wotiId be 
asked to change the legislation 


regarding the 80/20 percent 
funding rules for FCSS funded 
organizations. These organiza¬ 
tions must raise 20 percent of 
their operating expenses to 
qualify for the 80 percent grant, 
but are not allowed to generate 
It using service fees. The resolu¬ 
tion. which will go to the AIJMA 
for further support first, will ask 
that the service fee ban be lifted. 
• • • 

Town council will Investigate 
the possibility of using scuba 
divers to clean the water hold¬ 
ing tank. 

Usual methods for cleaning 
the tank Include rerouting the 
water system and a temporary 
service Interruption. Owners of 
the scuba cleanlngbuslness say 
they can clean the system with¬ 
out these inconveniences.

There are many 
reasons for that drought, but 
one of the most Important Is the 
loss of the continent's forests. 

Most people are concerned 
about the world's rainforests, 
about soil erosion and air and 
water pollution. But for many 
Canadians these are secondary 
concerns and not a perceived 
threat to our well-being. 

Not so for the poorest of the 
poor.

This loca¬ 
tion was In a diagram form pro¬ 
jected on the wall of council 
chambers during Dr. Susan 
Peterson’s presentation. 

Since I find It hard to believe 
that these councillors missed It 
by size alone. I apologize If they 
were embarrassed In any way 
with their Inability to under¬ 
stand and ask questions about 
this town owned location. 

It will be my suggestion to all 
boards and committees that 
when a specific location Is being 
discussed they should possibly 
useaetial photographs, helicop¬ 
ter tours or physically take these 


the luxury to think about It. 
their lives are tremendously af¬ 
fected by environmental degra¬ 
dation. 

In fact, environmental prob¬ 
lems have a lot to do with pov¬ 
erty. It Is Impossible to protect 
the environment without ad¬ 
dressing the causes of poverty. 

If people can barely alTord to eat 
today, they won't stop to think 
about the future of their forests. 

Brazil's rainforest deterio¬ 
rates dally partly because peo¬ 
ple have no option but to clear 
forest land and hope to make a 
meagre living off It. In a few 
years, the thin soli will lose Its 
fertility. Then people must move 
on and clear more land. 

Often the damage can't lx* 
reversed. And It will continue 
unless governments and aid 
agencies help people find alter-

enchanted with the Town Coun¬ 
cil and refused to have tax money 
spent on repairs on an obsolete 
system. Therefore, the Great 
White Father or Town Manager 
had no alternative (due to the 
poor Investigation that led to the 
original decision), but to keep 
building the walls of the lagoon 
higher, because the Provincial 
Government would not allow the 
lagoons to be emptied as the 
ponds no longer met the stand¬ 
ard requirements. The constant 
In flow from the sewer system 
kept building more pressure on 
the lagoon system as the banks 
of the ponds got higher & higher. 

The archaeologist stated It 
has taken all these years for the 
stinking lagoon sludge to harden 
enough to carry any weight or

Councillor Vermont felt that 
he should explain that taxpay¬ 
ers money was Involved and fis¬ 
cal responsibility was council's 
concern about this project. 
Councillor Vermont had forgot¬ 
ten that this council was so con¬ 
cerned about the tax burden. It 
took the Investigation from a 
non paid volunteer board to a 
highly paid engineer who had a 
vested Interest In the reflection 
of this project. 

Councillor Vermont went on 
toexplaln what the environment 
board should have done or pre¬ 
sented and which obviously said 
highly paid engineer did not 
present or do. 

In the future when Council¬ 
lor Vermont practises fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility he can then preach 
It. 

Councillor Vermunl also 
stated that there was absolutely 
no grant money for this system. 
This statement was a sophistry. 
This system would be funded by 
the provincial government by 
the same percentage as the la¬ 
goon. 


nate Income. 

In Brazil, agencies such as 
World Vision have worked akmg- 
slde poor communities as they 
learn to tap Into another abun¬ 
dant resource - garbage. 
Landless and subsistence farm¬ 
ers are encouraged to make use 
of organic fertilizer - comp<xst 
and manure - to make their 
small plots of land produce 
enough food for their families 
and for sale at the markets. 

Simple programs such as this 
enable people to break free of 
the cycle of poverty. They no 
longer need to exploit the rain¬ 
forest to sustain themselves. 

In Haiti, once known as "the 
Pearl of the Antilles - ' and now 
the poorest nation In the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere, live percent of 
the forests are chopped down, 
mainly by the rural poor. They 


pressure so that an Investiga¬ 
tion could be completed. The 
cause of the massive destruc¬ 
tion was extreme pressure on 
the lagoon wall with a weaken¬ 
ing of the wall causing It to rup¬ 
ture. creating a wave of sludge 
and muck completely covering 
the buildings of the entire town. 

The word from the Dodo-vllle 
site Is to the effect the council 
was in session, quesllonlng the 
former council of 1993 when 
the disaster struck as discerned 
from the records and the posi¬ 
tioning of the bodies recovered. 
It appears that the Great White 
Father was Involved In the origi¬ 
nal decision creating this mess. 

So endeth the tale of Dodo- 
vllle.

Farm credit corporation act 
receives Royal assent 


The Farm Credit Corporation 
Act. which expands the man¬ 
date of the Farm Credit Corpo¬ 
ration (FCC) to better serve the 
farm sector, has received Royal 
Assent. 

The announcement was 
made earlier this month by Ag- 
rlculture Minister Charles 
Mayer.

"The Farm Credit Corpora¬ 
tion Act removes outdated ad¬ 
ministrative and legislative 
policy restrictions and allows 
us to design different loan prod¬ 
ucts tailored to different types of 
farm enterprises." said dames 
I lewll t.

Search and rescue 
society created

While Didsbury residents 
have used the new RCMP policy 
for Increased community coop¬ 
eration to create an urban crime 
watch program. Sundre resi¬ 
dents have taken another route. 

With the cooperation of the 
Sundre RCMP under the newly 
instituted Community Policing 
concept. Sundre residents have 
formed a voluntary search and 
rescue society. 

Dennis Bowhay. society or¬ 
ganizer. said the Idea for the 
search and rescue program 
stemmed from his friendship 
with one of the Sundre detach¬ 
ment officers. 

"11 was Just an Idea we had." 
Bowhay said. "And lots of peo¬ 
ple In the community seem will¬ 
ing to do It." 

The search and rescue soci¬ 
ety will be a resource base of 
local civilians trained In basic 
searching techniques that will 
be at the disposal of the RCMP. 
Bowhay said Ihclr Jobs could 
Include looking for lost hikers to 
combing fields for pieces of evi¬ 
dence. 

"Any lime where the RCMP 
need to rover a large area look¬ 
ing for something is where we 
will be used.” he said. "Bill It will 


depend largely on the circum¬ 
stances.” 

There haven't been a lot of 
lost people around here In the 
last couple of years." he added. 
"But as tourism grows, the po¬ 
tential Is certainly there.” 

Members of the society ran 
come from anywhere In the Sun¬ 
dre RCMP peace keeping dis¬ 
trict. Up to now. Bowhay said 
membership has been solicited 
by phone calls to people he 
thinks might be interesled. but 
Invites anyone to give him a call. 

Members signed up for the 
society must have completed 
basic first aid training before 
they will be given the search and 
rescue course. Bowhay said the 
first course for the society will 
run this month. Any other 
courses members are interested 
In taking will be at their own 
expenses. 

"We're Just new and there 
Isn't any grant money out there 
right now for extra courses, so If 
they are Interested, they've got 
to pay their own way." he said. 
“It Isn't the best, but there Is so 
much good feeling out there, 
people are Just going for it." 

"We've got a lot of miles of 
nowhere out here. People get 
out camping soon and It could 
be critical.”

While she was front and cen¬ 
tre during a recent production 
of ’Nonsense' staged In Olds. 
Skeet feels her real calling Is 
backstage, directing. 

“She may not be up on stage 
having fun." former vocal stu¬ 
dent and friend Tony Sylvestre 
said, “but actually. In her own 
way. she’s having her own kind 
of fun. She knows what she's 
doing and gives 100 percent. 
She really gets you tip and gets 
you going.” 

Some people would find the 
strain of directing distracting 
and aggravating, but this Is 
where Marlene Skeet really revs 
up. 

"A good director has to be 
able to listen to five people at 
once and hear everything they're 
saying." she said. “One person 
Is asking about their shoes. An¬ 
other person needs to know If 
the lighting Is okay. Costumes. 
Staging. That’s why 1 talk so 
fast. But I’m calm. I'm organ¬ 
ized. You have tobe. You have to 
stay focused, give a little extra 
and remember it's a team effort. 

Alter directing over 25 plays. 
Skeet says each one is her 
favorite- while she's working on 
It. She claims to have little diffi¬ 
culty letting go of each produc¬ 
tion once It's over because she’s 
done so many of them. She said 
one production, The King and 
I’, stood out because of the large 
number of children In the cast. 

"It's not a matter of patience. 
It's that I like children. It's a 
delight to work with them.” Skeet 
offered great Incentive for par¬ 
ents Ux)klng for activities for their 
kids: “Children who are in thea-

What comes to mind when 
you hear observations like: "ex¬ 
citing.” “really energetic." “a real 
dynamo”? 

A sports car with flashy paint 
and a groat stereo? A snappy 
new movie release as reviewed 
by Slskel and Ebert?

Actually 
the source of these accolades 
can be found right In Olds, but 
you'll have to gallop to keep up 
with her. 

Marlene Skeet Is a former 
school teacher who currently 
Instructs over 60 piano and vo¬ 
cal students. In addition to be¬ 
ing heavily Involved with the an¬ 
nual Klwanls Music Festival, she 
directs two musicals a year wit h 
the Principle Theatre Players. 
She enjoys drawing, reading and 
crochet and loves to squeeze In 
a lunch date with her daugh¬ 
ters. But she's probably happi¬ 
est backstage watching weeks 
oflntense preparation and prac¬ 
tice result In warm feedback 
from a receptive audience. 

“(I Remember Mama) Is my 
seventh production with 
Marlene." theatre assoc iate Don 
Fritz said. "I know the lady quite 
well. She's an untiring worker 
who drives her actors almost as 
hard as she drives herself. She's 
dedicated, talented and fun to 
work with, but I have no Idea 
where she finds the time for 
everything." 

“You can only do this If you 
have a supportive family,” Skeet 
said. “You have to be organized. 
In a theatre production there 
are so many small details to 
look after. A sense of humor 
helps too. And I delegate. You 
have to learn to hand over Jobs 
and let go. It's a matter of trust¬ 
ing people." 

Trained In classical piano, 
Skeet’s family encouraged and 
nurtured her Interest In music 
and drama from an early age. 


tre don’t have behaviour prob¬ 
lems because they love what 
they're doing so much. I'll say 
that really strongly because I've 
done youth theatre In this town 
too. Children In theatre learn 
more quickly than adults, they 
can memorize things so fast, 
and they're spontaneous.” 

Criticisms that patrons 
see the same old faces In every 
production need not be valid. 
Skeet maintains, noting novice 
talent is often the best talent. 
Until you try your hand at com¬ 
munity theatre you can't know 
how good you'll be or how much 
you’ll enjoy It. 

“I'll see someone, not neces¬ 
sarily In a theatre setting, and 
(co-director Helen Huber) will 
say this too: I'll say. this person 
would be perfect on stage. Cast¬ 
ing Is something I feel I'm good 
at. not to blow my own horn. But 
I feel that any of us who have a 
talent, shouldn't be pompous 
about It. It's a gift we were lucky 
to receive, that we're fortunate 
to be able to do something with.” 

Skeet uses those talents to 
ensure local thesplans continue 
to deliver winning performances 
on stage. Norm Craig feels her 
directing techniques are both 
enjoyable and distinctive. 

"I would say her type of direc¬ 
tion is exciting for those receiv¬ 
ing her direction simply because 
she's unique.” he said. "Basi¬ 
cally. you never really know what 
Marlene's going to do until she 
docs it."

Recent events In Waco. Texas 
have left many of us In shock 
and disbelief. Once again we 
have seen the senseless loss of 
life over, what many would con¬ 
sider to be. misguided religious 
fervor. It Is frightening to wit¬ 
ness the power an Individual or 
group can exert over other hu¬ 
man beings. The death of men. 
women, and children over the 
Interpretation of a part of scrip¬ 
ture that Is not perfectly under¬ 
stood by the best of scholars Is 
tragic. It raises some very Im¬ 
portant questions regarding the 
teachings, not only of cults, but 
of religious organizations of all 
kinds. It seems to be an appro¬ 
priate time for all of us In lead¬ 
ership positions to examine the 
message we deliver and the 
methods we use to get that mes¬ 
sage across. 

I personally have difficulty 
with mass evangelistic gather¬ 
ings. Often they are staged In 
such a way that emotion rather 
than reason Is the predominant 
element In the event. The stage 
Is set, by music and other 
means, for a charismatic leader 
to make the desired pitch and 
then, at the height of the emo¬ 
tion, an alter call Is delivered. At 
Its worst It Is psychological ma¬ 
nipulation: at Its best It seems 
to Imply that emotion may get 
the desired result better than 
reason. 

However, of equal concern Is 
(he message that Is being deliv¬ 
ered. It Implies that there Is 
something one must do In order 
to be right with God. Often this 
Is reinforced with the Implica¬ 
tion of terrible consequences to

follow If one does not respond In 
the appropriate way. Thus, fear 
and Intimidation become part of 
the process. 

One of the central Issues for 
the Christian Church has been 
todeflne our relationship toGod. 
The Protestant Reformation 
came about because of differing 
views about this matter. The 
basic question Is whether or not 
there Is something we need to 
do In order to be right with God. 
Are we right with God because 
of our good works or by God’s 
grace? 

Martin Luther agonized over 
this question for a long time. He 
said that he had done all the 
things the church asked of him, 
and even more than was re¬ 
quired. but he still did not feel 
right within himself. As he con¬ 
tinued to study the scripture he 
became convinced that there Is 
nothing required of us to earn 
God's love. It Is a free gift. We 
need merely to accept that ft Is 
so. God loves us without any 
conditions attached. 

Over the years, various de¬ 
nominations and groups have 
merely come up with new condi¬ 
tions for acceptance by God. If 
you want to be right with God 
you must do this or believe that. 
This Is merely "works righteous¬ 
ness” In another form. The prin¬ 
ciple that forms the core of Prot¬ 
estant belief Is that we are Justl-
